This is especially true of proposals to levy ex­ 
orbitant taxes on our great corporate enterprises. 
Demagogic politicians point to the fact that some 
of these corporations have gross incomes running 
into the scores of millions — and they attempt to 
reason from that, that they should be taxed to 
the point of confiscation, in order to benefit peo­ 
ple of small and average means. 
What the politicians overlook is that most of 
these great corporations, far from representing 
a few vast fortunes, represent the accumulated 
savings of hundreds of thousands of investors. 
The largest American business enterprise, for 
example, is the American Telephone & Telegraph 
company . It has a stockholder list of about 670,- 
000 persons. Not a single one of these stockhold­ 
ers owns as much as one per cent of the com­ 
pany . 
A representative enterprise is the General 
Motors corporation. It has a market value of 
$1,700,000,000 and is owned by some 415,000 stock­ 
holders. More than 150,000 of these stockhold­ 
ers possess ten shares of stock or less — a maxi­ 
mum investment interest, on the average, of $350. 
Where are y our great accumulations of capital 
here? 
Taxes and legislative policies that punish en­ 
terprise, merely because it is conducted on a large 
scale, strike directly at the jobs, savings and 
pocketbooks of millions of ordinary citizens — 
who are far from being rich. The savings of the 
great masses of Americans are represented, di­ 
rectly and indirectly , by our large corporate busi­ 
nesses— and on the future of those businesses, 
the future of the average individual citizen de­ 
pends.

ON BEING PUNCTUAL 
It was Oscar Wilde who described one of his 
characters as “alway s late on principle, his prin­ 
ciple being that punctuality is the thief of time.” 
It is the ty pe of jest which many a literary per­ 
son has launched against the disciples of Samuel 
Smiles, who held that if punctuality was the po­ 
liteness of kings, it was also “the necessity of 


men of business.” But if punctuality be a base 
commercial virtue, what can the literary jesters 
make of a man who was so fond of being late 
that he even ordered his funeral to be behind 
the promised time — and who y et compiled a 
fortune in business? 
The facts were given among the news ac­ 
counts concerning his will. The fortune was 
specified as to disposal and at the end of the will 
was the instruction, “as I have alway s had the 
reputation of being late for my appointments, 
my joy will still be to be late at my funeral — 
and hope my friends will enjoy the joke. Make 
me ten minutes late.” 
This is a case where the business world see ms 
to have carried the war into the enemy ’s camp 
with rare determination — no merely literary 
person has ever contrived a jest against punc­ 
tuality of greater levity than this. To be punc­ 
tiliously late for one’s own funeral seems to be 
the last triumph of procrastination; only a ghost 
which missed the chimes of midnight and then 
dawdled on after cock crow, could improve on 
this gesture of contempt for time tables. 
But the testator in this case failed to achieve 
this triumph, for his will was not opened until 
after the funeral, when the instruction was dis­ 
covered, and his interment had taken place on 
time.
